T HE Korean people liberated from the 
colonial yoke of Japanese imperialist 

rule by the Soviet Army embarked upon 

creating a new history of the country. 


But the revolution of our country assum- 
ed a still more complicated and arduous 
character, first of all, because of the occupa- 
tion of South Korea by the U.S. imperialists, 
ringleader of the world reaction, who have 
taken the place of Japanese imperialists. 


Our Party led by Comrade Kim Il Sung 
adhered rigidly to the uncompromising 
stand against imperialism without any 
illusions about U.S. tricks and sugar-coat- 
ed words of propaganda. Our Party has 
paid prime attention to strengthening the 
revolutionary forces of the Korean people 
themselves. 


The Party advanced the line of streng- 
thening the material and spiritual founda- 
tion for the unification and independence 
of the country and for developing the re- 
volution of the country as a whole. To this 
end, the Party set to rapidly develop the 
revolution in North Korea, where all favour- 
able conditions were created by the presen- 
ce of the Soviet Army, and turn it into the 
cradle of revolution, a democratic base. And 
this line was put into practice without any 


delay. 


In order to push ahead with the revolu- 
tion in our country the Party applied the 
theory of Marxism-Leninism creatively to 
the specific conditions of the country. This 
has become the main factor of all the re- 
volutionary achievements. 
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The Party could develop apace the re- 
volution by actively materializing the prin- 
ciple of Marxism-Leninism on uninterrupt- 
ed revolution. 

In less than one year the task of anti- 
imperialist, anti-feudal democratic re- 
volution was thoroughly carried out in the 
northern part of the country. And during 
this period full preparations were made for 
the steady development of the revolution 
in North Korea to usher in the period of 
transition to socialism. 

With the fast moving revolutionary chang- 
es the revolutionary democratic base was 
laid and consolidated in North Korea and 
the broad strata of the popular masses were 
united firmly around the Party. As a re- 
sult, we were crowned with decisive vic- 
tory in the three-year long hard-fought war 
unleashed by the U.S. imperialists and their 
henchmen. 

When the war was over, the Party, pro- 
ceeding from the lawful demand of socio- 
economic development in the northern part 
of the country and the basic task of the 
Korean revolution, put forth the general 
line of laying the foundation for socialism. 
The task called for the laying of a firm 
base of  self-dependent national economy 
and the rapid improvement of the people’s 
living, socialist transformation of small 
commodity economy and capitalist economy 
in all spheres of the national economy, ex- 
tension and consolidation of the socialist 
economic sector, and restoration and fur- 
ther development of productive forces. 

In order to solve successfully the tasks of 
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socialist construction, the Party put for- 
ward the basic line in economic construc- 
tion of priority development of heavy in- 
dustry with the simultaneous growth of light 
industry and agriculture. 

This was a line of economic. construc- 
tion the Party adopted creatively apply- 
ing the Marxist-Leninist theory on ex- 
tended reproduction to the specific condi- 
tions of the country. This line illumined the 
way for the rapid stabilization and impro- 
vement of the people’s livelihood along 
with the building of a firm foundation for 
the self-dependent national economy. 

The basic line of the Party in economic 
construction sprang from the firm spirit of 
self-reliance for improving decisively the 
people’s living by speedily consolidating the 
economic foundation even in the most 
difficult conditions of the post-war period. 

Applying creatively the Marxist-Leninist 
principles of socialist revolution to the ac- 
tual condition of the country, our Party 
completed successfully socialist transfor- 
mation of relations of production in town 
and country in a short span of time. 


In order to rapidly rehabilitate and de- 
velop the rural economy which had been 
badly damaged by the war, to stabilize and 
improve the peasant’s life, in particular to 
solve the problem of poor peasants, the most 
acute problem in the post-war days, and at 
the same time to keep agriculture in step 
with the industry which was being rapidly 
rehabilitated and constructed, the Party set 
forth the task of agricultural co-operation. 
As the enthusiasm of the peasants surged 
up, the co-operative movement was pushed 
forward. 


In carrying out the agricultural co-opera- 
tion, the Party set an experimental stage in 
which a few co-operatives were organized 
in each county. Through these co-operatives 
advantages of the co-operative economy 
were brought home to the peasants and 
necessary experiences were accumulated. 
Then the Party gradually led the co-opera- 
tive movement to the next stage in which 
large numbers flocked into the co-operatives. 
Moreover, the Party took into full account 
the actual condition of the country in de- 
ciding the form and scale of co-operatives 
as well as the tempo of agricultural co- 
operation, and enforced the most correct 
class policy. 
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In promoting the agricultural co-opera- 
Party adhered strictly to the 
Leninist voluntary principle, ensuring posi- 
tive guidance and the powerful state help 
to the movement. 

The correct leadership of the Party, the 
creative embodiment of the Leninist princi- 
ples of agricultural co-operation, made it 
possible for the movement to move ahead 
smoothly. And agricultural co-operation 
was completed in a short span of 4-5 years. 

Transformation of private traders and in- 
Custrialists on socialist lines was also 
successfully carried out in parallel with the 
agricultural co-operation. Our Party led the 
handicraftsmen to join co-operatives and 
at the same time guided the capitalist tra- 
ders and industrialists also to joining co- 
operatives of various forms. In so doing, 
{he Party took into account the position of 
the capitalist traders 
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and industrialists. 


and their social and economic status was 
such that they voluntarily accepted the line 
of socialist transformation. 


In this way socialist transformation of 
relations of production was completed in 
town and country by August 1958. 


Under the wise guidance of the Party, 
the entire working people showed great la- 
bour enthusiasm in reconstructing the na- 
tional economy. And the Party led then 
towards implementation of the Party’s basic 
line of economic construction. 


Thanks to the successful fulfilment of the 
post-war Three-Year Plan, the foundation of 
self-dependent national economy was estab- 
lished in the main and the people’s living 
improved markedly. 

On the basis of these achievements, the 
Party worked out the Five-Year Plan. Hav- 
ing decided the plan period as the first stage 
of technical reconstruction, the Party set 
forth the task of establishing the foundation 
of socialist industrialization, thereby further 
fortifying the foundation of self-dependent 
national economy and basically solving the 
problems of food, clothing and housing for

“Maximum increased production and maxi- 
mum economization.”

In a matter of a few. months more than 
1,000 local industrial factories were built by 
utilizing local reserves almost without the 
state funds and the number of machine 
tools in the country doubled in one year 
through the movement for multiplying ma- 
chine tools. 

The assignments under the Five-Year Plan 
which provided for a 2.6-fold increase in the 
gross industrial output value, were fulfilled 
only in a matter of two and a half years 
and the production plans, too, were fulfilled 
or overfulfilled on all indices of major in- 
dustrial products in four years. As a result, 
in a short period of five to six years after 
the most destructive war our country has 
been turned into a socialist industrial-agri- 
cultural country with a firm foundation of 
the self-sufficient national economy. More, 
the people have come to lead a happy life 
free from worries. 


On the strength of the successes regist- 
ered during the Five-Year Plan period, our 
people have undertaken the fulfilment of the 
Seven-Year Plan which will effect overall 
technical reconstruction in all fields of th: 
national economy and improve the people’s 
life radically. 


For the successful socialist construction, 
our Party has always directed much atten- 
tion to the improvement of guidance in eco- 
nomic construction and taken many cre: 
tive steps in this respect. 

The Chungsan-ri spirit and Chungsan-r’ 
method shown by Comrade Kim I] Sung 
when he visited Chungsan-ri in February 
1960, set an example of improving socialist 
economic management in accordance with 
the new reality, in which socialist transfor- 
mation of relations of production was com- 
pleted and scale and scope of functions of 
the agricultural co-operatives were greatly 
expanded.

tive of Comrade Kim I] Sung for improving 
further the guidance system and guidance 
method in the national economy, executing 
more thoroughly the Chungsan-ri method 
in conformity with the new reality, in which 
overall technical reconstruction is going on. 

In the field of industry there have been 
established new systems of directing pro- 
duction and of supplying materials. The 
new systems will guarantee a morc syste- 
matic, concrete guidance and _ provide 
more satisfactorily conditions for work, At 
the same time, measures were taken for im- 


proving the work of factory Party organi- — 


zations and supply to the employees. 


Formation of the management committees 
for agricultural co-operatives as a system 
of specialized agricultural guidance by 
separating from the county people’s com- 
mittees the function of guidance to agricul- 
ture, represents the most reasonable mea- 
sures aimed at meeting the demands aris- 
ing in social and economic development of 
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the country. The management committees for 
agricultural co-operatives control and guide 
in a _ unified way farm-machine stations, 
farm-machine repair factories, irrigation of- 
fices. They help the agricultural co-opera- 
tives in mapping out the plans and intro- 
ducing advanced techniques, direct labour 
administration and financial affairs, and 
supply farm machines, chemical fertilizers 
and other materials for agricultural produc- 
tion.

In our country universal compulsory 
middle school education has been enforced, 
and the network of specialized schools and 
institutions of higher learning is constant- 
ly expanding. At present compulsory tech- 
nical education has presented itself as a task 
to be executed. 

With the rapid rise in the cultural-techni- 
cal level of the working people and the 
continuous growth of the ranks of national 
cadres, we are now able to handle and de- 
_ velop modern technique.

— Thirtieth Anniversary of the Founding of the Anti-Japanese Partisans —

April 25 this year is the 30th anniversary of 
the founding of the anti-Japanese partisans by 
Comrade Kim I] Sung. Greeting this significant 
anniversary, the Korean people look back on the 
glorious path of the anti-Japanese armed strug- 
gle in the 1930’s, the most brilliant period in 
the Korean people’s national liberation struggle 
against Japanese imperialism. 

The Korean people, who had gone through 
‘difficulties under the colonial rule of Japanese 
imperialism, have brilliantly embodied Marxism- 
Leninism in their land which had been backward 
and subjected to oppression, and accomplished 
great changes that had been beyond imagination 
of their forefathers. They have built a socialist 
society free from exploitation, oppression and 
poverty, a society where all menibers have jobs, 
are offered the opportunity of learning, and lead 
a happy, bountiful life. 

The reality of Korea today full of pride is the 
splendid fruition of the long years of struggle 
of the Korean Communists headed by Comrade 
Kim I] Sung for national and sccial liberation, 
the fruits of the heroic, creative labour endeav- 
our of the people under the wise leadership of 
the Workers’ Party of Korea. 

The honour and happy life of the Korean peo- 
ple today are all attributable to the leadership 
of Comrade Kim Il Sung. Modern history of the 
Korean people is closely associated with the name 
of Comrade Kim Il Sung. 

Vigorous struggle for national liberation and 
independence started shortly afier the country 
was occupied by the Japanese imperialists in 
1910. Especially, under the infiuence of the 
Great October Socialist Revolution in Russia, the 
struggle of workers, peasants and other popular 
masses of Korea gained in strength in the 
1920’s. But, due to the absence of a leader, 
there was neither united action nor a clear-cut 
goal in the people’s. struggles. Therefore, the 
struggles suffered setbacks, though they cost the 
people great’ sacrifices. Many patriotic people 
were arrested, jailed or murdered by _ the 
19 
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Japanese imperialists. 

The Communist movement in those days was 
disrupted by the nefarious sectarian elements. The 
detestable factional strife of the sectarian ele- 
ments led to wrecking the Communist Party 
which had the duties of rallying the working 
class against the Japanese imperialists, uniting 
around it all anti-imperialist forces and leading 
in a unified way the Korean people’s struggle for 
national and social emancipation. 

The popular masses, who had drawn lessons 
and experiences from the struggle of preceding 
days, eagerly wanted a leader capable of leading 
the Korean revolution by rallying all revolution- 
ary patriotic forces. 

This desire of the Korean people came true 
when Comrade Kim Il Sung, who achieved in- 
tegrity of the Marxist-Leninist theory and revolu- 
tionary activities, organized and carried on the 
anti-Japanese armed struggle. 

Under the condition in which the Japanese 
imperialists were runnning wild to deprive the 
Korean people of the possibility of any and every 
legal activity, it was inevitable to wage an ac- 
tive armed struggle for the accomplishment of 
the revolution. 

Resistance by powerful armed forces of the 
people was the only way of delivering the na- 
tion from the ruthless fascist rule of Japanese 
imperialism. 

Comrade Kim Il Sung worked out a correct 
strategy and_ tactics of the Korean revolution 
creatively applying to the revolutionary situa- 
tion of Korea the Marxist-Leninist theory on re- 
volution and the experiences of the international 
working class movement and of the. liberation 
movement of colonial nations. And he set out 
the line of armed struggle with a standing army, 
taking into account the demands arising in the 
development of the Korean revolution and gen- 
eralizing the active struggles of the popular 
masses. 

Comrade Kim Il Sung. organized in April 
1932 the first unit of the anti-Japanese partisans 


in northeast China, and in 1934 he merged un- 
der a single military system the partisan units 
operating in different paris of northeast China to 
found the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army. 

Thus the Korean people came to have for the 
first time in their history a powerful Marxist- 
_ Leninist people’s army fighting against imperial- 
-jsm and feudal forces. 

Genuine Korean patriots who were operating 
independently at home and abroad were gradu- 
ally united around Comrade Kim [Il Sung under 
_ the banner of antiJapanese armed siruggle. 
Under the leadership of Comrade Kim [I] Sung 
mass struggles against Japanese imperialism 
- gained in strength. 

It was not until the 1930’s that the national 
liberation movement of the Korean people came 
_ to have a reliable Marxist-Leninist leading core, 
and such prominent leader as Comrade 
Kim Il Sung. 

Best sons and daughters of the Korean peo- 
_ ple— progressive workers, peasants and patriotic 
youth and students who were opposed to Japanese 
__imperialism—constituted the basis of the anti- 
_ Japanese partisans organized by Comrade 
Kim Il Sung. The backbone of the anti-Japanese 
_ partisans was the Communists who were arnied 
_ with the Marxist-Leninist theory and ideology. 
The aim and mission of the anti-Japanese parti- 
sans were to fight against Japanese imperialism 
and its accomplice—landlords and comprador 
 capitalists—for the national independence and 

- social liberation of the Korean pecple, and then 
- to siruggle for the realization of the cause of 
 socialism-communism. 

; The anti-Japanese partisans, who had the above- 
_ mentioned aim and mission, not only fought with 
4 arms against Japanese imperialism but also 
_ Strove for the fulfilment of the political tasks 
_ f the Korean revolution. They had weighty re- 
a Volutionary tasks of guiding the popular masses, 
_ establishing a revolutionary government and, ir 
_ view of the fact that there was no unified Party 
of the working class in Korea in those days, of

yy T was in August 1940. 
The unit of the anti-Japanese partisans to which | 
belonged was billeted at a place near Miaoling in

conference Marshal Kim I] Sung made an

| think it was the morning of the closing day of 
+the conference. An orderly came from the Headquar- 
ters to tell me | was wanted. 

When | was told that, | was greatly excited and 
hurried to the Headquarters because | thought | 
would meet the Marshal there. As | entered the tent 
of the Headquarters | could not control my brimm- 
ing joy. It was with great difficulty that | restrained 
the strong urge to throw myself into his arms. | felt 
as if | were seeing father after a long separation. 

Though he had gone through arduous struggles and 
difficulties, he appeared healthier and more fit which 
made me very happy. His eyes, as usual, were gentle 
and shining.

“Here she is," the political commissar introduced 
me to the Marshal. 

“Oh, | remember her,” said the Marshal. 

The Marshal rose to his feet, came towards me 
and shook hands with me. Then he asked me in a 
kindly tone when | came to this unit. 

| was so moved and excited that | could hardly 
answer him, 

The Marshal listened to me and then said: 

“Fine! You've become a full-fledged partisan.” 

Listening to his words of praise | recalled what he 
had told me_ at Mihunchen. These were his words 
then: 

“| want you to become a good partisan." 

It happened in early spring of 1936 at a secret 
camp in Mihunchen in Antu County. In those days | 
was. tending the wounded while giving a he!ping 
hand to the sewing corps. It was there at ithe secref 


camp that I met the Marshal for the first time. He 
was there for a meeting. 
The Marshal asked me—I was then a young girl 


and shorter in stature than others—how old | was, 
when and where | joined the partisans. After atten- 
tively listening to me, the Marshal, gently taking my 
hand, asked me if | was prepared to overcome the 
difficulties in the partisan unit. 

When | answered him that | was fully prepared to 
overcome all difficulties, the Marshal said patting me 
on my shoulder: 


“You're a courageous girl. I'm sure you will do so, 
and | hope you will become a fine partisan.” 

Then the Marshal told me that a genuine revolu- 
ardent patriot, is one capable of over-

coming all difficulties. He also told me stories of 
brave partisans adding that | should follow their 
example. 


At that time he had wished me to become a gal- 
lant partisan, but now he praised me that | had be- 
come a full-fledged partisan. While listening to him 
{ renewed my resolve to remain forever true to the 
revolution. 

The Headquarters assigned me_ the 
forwarding to the 4th division a directive in connec- 
tion with the Hsiaohapaling conference. 

When leaving the Headquarters, | learned that | 
would accompany Comrade Commander as far as 
where chief of staff Han of the 1st Route Army was. 
1 could hardly express in words how happy | was 
over the fact that | would go with the Marshal. For 
us partisans it was the greatest honour to accompany 
the Marshal, 

| still vividly remember how my comrades-in-arms 
were delighted when they learned of my mission. | 
firmly made up my mind to do my best to accomplish 
the mission.

We left the secret camp in the afternoon of the 
following day. Our party consisted of some twenty. 
Among them were comrades Kang Wi Ryong, Jun 
Moon Sup and Choi In Duk. With scouts in front and 
in the rear we made our way along mountain paths. 

| think it was when we had covered some 12 
kilometres that we came across many footprints— 
footprints of the enemy. Eventually the Marshal said: 

“It seems the enemy had been waiting for us to 
come out of the secret camp. Evidently. they got 
tired, and left for somewhere else.” 

Then he added we had to be on the alert because 
the enemy must be somewhere not far from us. We 
became more cautious. 

Dusk was falling by the time we reached a hill 
overlooking a marsh. 


The marsh was a dangerous spot for travellers from 
Miaoling to Yenki, and we had to keep particular 
caution when we crossed the marsh. If one missed his 
footing, he would disappear into the depth of the 
bog and it would be the end of him. To make mat- 
ters worse, the enemy kept a close watch on this 
dangerous spot. 

After a careful survey of the marsh the Marshal 
ordered us to take a rest as we would cross the 
marsh after it became completely dark. 

Taking a rest with my comrades-in-arms | kept my 


eyes on the other side of the marsh. | thought the 
enemy might lie in ambush over there. Suddenly 
there was a flash of light on the other side. | took 
it for a glow of a fire-fly at first, but the flash did 
not appear again. | was sure then that was an ene- 
my's flash light. 

Comrade Jang Bok sitting by me had also seen the 
light and he too believed it was from an enemy's 
flash light. Jang Bok got up and hurried to Comrade 
Commander. A few minutes later he came back and 
told us the Commander had also seen the flash and 
was working on a plan for our march. 

Presently an order came to assemble. The Marshal 
ordered the gunners to charge the machine-guns and 
told us to make full combat preparations. Then he 
told us about the precautions we should observe 
when crossing the marsh, stressing stealthiness. We 
were also instructed how to act in case of being 
spoited by the enemy, which direction we should 
take and where we should reassemble. 

With machine-gunners in the van we walked steal- 
thily towards the marsh. Without a hitch we reached 
the narrow log bridge, the most dangerous spot in 
the marsh. The bridge was about ten metres long, 
below it was unfathomably deep water and mud. 
And_ it was a pitch dark night. So you can imagine 
how risky it was to cross that bridge. 

Calming myself | stepped on the log bridge when 
quite unexpectedly | saw the Marshal before me. |! 
thought he had already crossed the bridge. But he 
was there waiting for me. He helped me cross the 
bridge, and then again went back to the other side 
to help the young communication men, Suddenly the 
stillness of the night was broken, The enemy began 
firing machineguns, The whining bullets flew by our 
ears. Some bullets landed near our feet. 

The Marshal told us in a low voice to follow him, 
and took the lead in making a way through the 
dangerous marsh. . 

When we all gathered at the designated place, the 
Marshal, anticipating that the frenzied enemy might 
chase us, ordered us to set out at once. 

We kept marching for about eight kilomeires, Fir- 
ings of guns were coming from behind us. It was ap- 
parent that the enemy was _ on our heels, In the 
meantime the scouts who had been ahead of us came 
back fo warn us that another unit of the enemy was 
coming our way. The enemy was moving on us from 
both ends. 


The Marshal told us to retrace the road we had 
come. He had a combat plan in mind. 

We had come back some two kilometres when he 
ordered us to turn aside and stealthily climb a moun- 
tain. Eventually it became clear to us when we came 
to the breast of the mountain what plan he had in 
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mind. We took our position in ambush and kept our 
eyes on the road. 

The enemy troops coming from two different direc- 
tions began to fire at each other, believing that the 
other side was the partisans. 

't was a great joy to watch the enemy troops 
fighting between themselves. 

This was the first occasion for me to witness the 
outstanding tactics of the Marshal, though | had 
heard much about it since | joined the partisans, 

The Marshal's tactics always struck terror into the 
hearts of the enemy. No wonder then the enemy cal- 
led him “a voice in the east and a blow in ihe west,” 
"preternatural swiftness” and “a person without 4 
shadow!”

We camped in the mountain not far from Hantsung- 
kou village and spent the night in a good mood.

The next morning | got up earlier than the others. 
But the Marshal was already up. | saw him coming 
down from the mountain top with an armful of wild 
vegetables wet from morning dew. 

It was a_ rule for the Marshal to get up earlier 
than the soldiers even during the days of severe 
fighting and difficult march. 

On that day, toc, the Marshal got up earlier than 
we. He wanted to give us more time to sleep, and 
he himself went to the mountain top to make a sur- 
vey of the road we were to travel. And on his way 
back he gathered the wild vegetables. 

The soldiers were all moved when they saw the 
wild vegetables and as a girl | felt ashamed _think- 
ing that | should have done that. We all set out to 
gather wild vegetables. 

The Marshal asked the chief cook how much provi- 
sions were in stock. When he learned a handful of 
millet. and a small amount of corn were leff, the 
Marshal iold the chief cook to prepare porridge with 
a portion of the provisions and make kimchi (pickled 
vegetable—Tr.) with the wild vegetables. 

We were happy to hear the word “kimchi.” It was 
long. since we had tasted kimchi. But we wondered 
if we could make kimchi in one or two hours in the 
deep mountain. We had only a small amount of salt. 
With inquiring eyes | looked at the Marshal, who 
asked the chief cook if he knew how to make kimchi. 
The chief cook answered “No.” | did not know how 
to make kimchi either, so | hoped he would not ask 
me. But | was asked, and | had to say in a barely 
audible voice that | did not know. 

With a smile as usual the Marshal told us: 

“Then I'll teach you." He added that the partisans 
should know how to make kimchi with wild veget- 
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able. 

We sat around him. He had one soldier put salt 
and water in a can and heat it up. Then he washed 
his hands and began to prepare the vegetables, The 
chief cook asked the Marshal if he needed a knife. 

“No. We don't use knife when preparing wild 
vegetables. Do you know why? It makes the wild 
vegetables less tasty," said the Marshal. 

Then the Marshal put the wild vegetables in the 
can and covered with the lid. 

We took off the lid of the can when mealtime 
came. The familiar smell of kimchi brought forth @ 
shout of joy among us. 

We sat around on the grass for breakfast, 

Before each of us was a bowl of porridge. The 
Marshal who had found he was served with thick 
porridge, scolded mildly the chief cook and told him 
to bring the same bowl as those served to others. 
The chief cook insisted that he take it. But the 
Marshal would not listen to the cook, saying that 
food tasted better when all were served equally, The 
chief cook had to comply with his demand. 

| was deeply touched by the lofty character of the 
Marshal, the man bearing the destiny of ihe nation 
on his shoulders, and by his affection for the soldiers, 
for man. | felt a lump in my throat. 

Others were also deeply moved and remained 
without a word until the Marshal took the first spoon 
and said: 

"Come on now! Let's have it!” 

Wild vegetable kimchi added to cur appetite. It 
reminded us of our dear homes. 

One of the soldiers asked the Marshal where he 
had learned to make kimchi. 

The Marshal, with a smile, recounted the following 
story: 

“When | was in Fusung my mother used to meke 
such kimchi. In our poor family even salt was scarce, 
but she tried every thing to give us better meals. | 
felt her affection to my heart when enjoying the kim- 
chi she had made. 

“She was a good mother who loved her children 
very much. | 

“! know your mothers are, too, for that matter, all 
mothers of Korea are good who love their children. 
Imagine what pains our mothers would feel when 
they have to pickle such wild vegetable for their 
children. Picture the sorrowful faces of our mothers! 


But today, in such thick forest far away from cur dear 
mothers,

torn sons away from their mothers. 

“We sons and daughters of Korea must regain our 
fatherland. The day will come before long. We must

After the liberation of Korea, together with 
the people we shall build a new country, a happy 
country to live in, and enjoy real kimchi our mothers 
will make. How delicious it will be! The day will 
come, when we all lead a good life and, having a 
grand dinner, recall what we experience today.” 

Everyone was deeply moved. It seemed every 
word he said sowed in our hearts the seed of love 
for the fatherland and people and aroused hatred of 
the enemy. 

The wild vegetable kimchi, a symbol of the affec- 
tion of Kang Ban Suk (Marshal Kim I] Sung’s mo- 
ther—tTr.) for her sons and the Marshal's love for his 
men, reminded me of many things. The wild vegeta- 
ble kimchi with its appetizing fragrance! 

| recalled my past days. 

| was born and brought up in a foreign !and, The 
thought of my parents came to my mind, The words 
of my mother at her last moment—it was when | was 
eight years old—were still ringing in my ears. What 
struck me most was the paternal love the Marshal 
showed to us soldiers. His love is unfathomable and 
immeasurable. 


His words infused us with fresh strength and forti- 
fied our conviction of the better morrow, and we 
really enjoyed the wild vegetable kimchi. 

In the evening we resumed the march. 


The thought that after two days | would be parting 


with the Marshal made me unhappy, 

“! wish | could accompany you forever, Comrade 
Commander!" | wanted to say this very much to him 
but | checked myself because | had a mission to 
perform. 

My mind being in such a state, | found myself 
growing morose and taciturn during the march. 

The Marshal, who had read my mind, walked be- 
side me all along the march. He told me not to feel 


sorry because even though we part we would be 
meeting again and gave me many encouraging words. 
He wished me to fulfil successfully the mission, The 
Marshal was sure that members of the unit under the 
chief of staff Han would help me in every way. And 
like a mother sending off her dear daughter On a 
long journey, the Marshal told me that there were 
many Chinese members in that unit and how | should 
get assistance and how | should act there. 

Two days later we reached the unit under the 
command of chief of staff Han, and there | met Com- 
rade Pak Sung Chul. 

Now the time had come when | had to part with 
the Marshal. Of course | did not like it, but | said 
to him: “I'll fulfil without fail the duty Comrade Com- 
mander has assigned me." 

The Marshal, with a smile, grasped my hands say- 
ing that he had no doubt about it. 

| said goodbye and set out. Walking along a foot- 
path in the forest, | turned again and again to see 
the Marshal waving his hand. | knew he was wishing 
me a safe journey. The Marshal kept standing there 
until | passed out of his sight. 


| renewed my resolve to fulfil without fail the duty 
assigned by Comrade Commander, even though it 
would cost my life. 

| do not wish to write here about the repeated 
difficult engagements with the enemy to break 
through their encirclement on my way to the 4th 
division. 

After some twenty days of struggles against diffi- 
culties, | reached the 4th division and delivered the 
directive. So happy over the accomplishment of the 
mission that | forgot the pain from the injuries | got~ 
on my way,

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THE VINALON STORY 


LI SEUNG KI 


y" a short time ago the Ryongheung plain was 
a wasteland overgrown with weeds, But today 
there stands the world’s biggest vinalon factory, a 


monumental erection of the Era of the Workers’ 
Party. 
Built on a lot of over 500,000 square metres, the 


factory is equipped with more than 15,000 large and 
small machines and apparatuses that we made with 
our own plans and with our own technique. The fac- 
tory, a symbol of the resourcefulness and valour of 
the Korean people, is turning out large quaniities 
of vinalon. 

Whenever | look up at the factory, my gratitude 
goes to Comrade Premier who has enabled the Ko- 
rean people to raise science to world level, opened 
up for scientists a broad path of scientific research, 
and trusted and led them fo the high eminence of 
science where we stand now. 

Here | wish to write down a few episodes about 
vinalon: 

The story goes back to the wartime, to be exact, 
April 27, 1952. 

My memory of the national meeting of scientists 
held in Pyongyang on that day is still fresh. 

In those days the U.S. murderers’ bombing was 
most savage. On that morning | finished my break- 
fast before dawn and when there was a lull in the 
enemy's bombing |! went to the Moranbong Under- 
ground Theatre, where the meeting was to be held. 

It was my first national meeting since coming over 
fo the northern part of the country and my heart 
pounded faster as | entered the hall, More, | had the 
honour to take a seat on the platform side by side 
with Comrade Premier. 

Though ten years have passed since then, my first 
impressions of him are. still fresh in my heart—his 
splendid physique, radiant face beaming with smiles, 
and his kind and penetrating eyes... 

As the Supreme Commander his time ust have 
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been occupied fully in directing the battles, but he 
found time to attend the meeting from the first day 
to the last and listened attentively to everything said 
at the meeting. Then he made an historic speech il- 
lumining the path to be followed by the Korean 
scientists. 

At the outset he referred to the aim of that meet- 
ing. He said that the meeting was called to mobilize 
the intellectuals of the country for the victory in the 
war and for preparations for the post-war recon- 
struction. Then he dwelt upon the immediate tasks 
confronting the intellectuals of all fields at such an 
historic juncture. He called the intellectuals of the 
country a great force and precious treasure of the 
country. He said: 

“Although great potentialities have already been 
created in our industry for the development of high- 
polymer and organic synthetic industry, an ali-out 
utilization of such potentialities is yet to be realized. 
In the post-liberation days, our scientists succeeded 
in securing alcohol, nitric acid, etc., from carbide, the 
raw materials for which—electricity, anthracite and 
high-quality lime stone—we can proudly say, are 
abundant in our country. That was of course a big

this... By all means we must set up _ processes 
for producing a_ series of high-grade organic 
synthetic goods, All our intellectuals engaged in 


science and production activities, production innova- 
tors and inventors, overcoming war-time difficulties, 
should devote all their energy, knowledge and ex- 
periences to preparations for post-war rehabilitation 
and development of the national economy.” 

Every word of his speech deeply impressed me- 
His words redoubled my confidence in victory in the 
war and made me take greater pride in my work. 
When he finished his speech, | felt as if | had been 
shown the high eminence of science we were fo 
scale, looming up before me like a light-house.

With the materialization of the great blue- 
print drawn up by Comrade Kim II Sung, the 
looks of the country have been changed com- 
pletely. Our country, once a backward colonial 
agrarian country and reduced to ruins by the 
War unleashed by U.S. imperialism, has been 
turned into a socialist industrial-agricultural 


country with a self-supporting economic foun- 
dation. An end was put once and for all to ex- 
ploitation of man by man and our people are 
completely freed from the centuries-old back- 
wardness and poverty. Today theirs is a happy 
life free from cares. 


After visiting the construction site of the Palace of Children, Premier 
Kim |] Sung, accompanied by the Party and Government leaders, looked 
over the newly rising Pyongyang city from the rooftop of the Palace 
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Hearing his speech, | admired once again his re- 
volutionary optimism and scientific foresight. 

The whole country was enveloped in flames of war, 
every thing was reduced to ashes, and the enemy 
was making a show of power, saying: “The end of 
the North Korean regime is near.” But our Comrade 
Premier believed all the more firmly in victory and 
was looking forward to the bright morrow of the 
fatherland. 

In tackling anything, he has a clear perspective— 
how things will move and what results will be brought 
about—and while one plan is being carried on, he 
works out another plan to be tackled next and takes 
measures for it. 

Waged against the armed invasion by 16 nations 
led by the vicious and self-styled. “invincible” U.S. 
imperialists, the war was /arduous to the country. Buf 
firmly confident of victory he drew up plans for the 
post-war reconstruction and made preparations for 
it in the flames of war. 

Comrade Premier saw not only today and tomor- 
row but had a long-range view and indicated the 
direction in which our science should go. 

Already he saw clearly at that time the future of 
our chemical industry and laid down a distinct course 
along which a self-supporting chemical industry would 
be developed without relying on others. 

Suppose in those days we had relied solely upon 
others under the plea of this and that difficulty, it 
would have been utterly impossible for us fo build 
the world first-class vinalon factory with raw materials, 
machines, and equipment produced in the country. 

Indeed the line. worked out at that time by Com- 
rade Premier along which a self-supporting chemical 
industry would be developed was a very correct one. 

During a recess of the meeting, word came to me 
that he wanted to see me. | went to the foyer where 
he was waiting for me, He received me kindly and 
asked in detail about my health, work and _ living. 
Then he said: 

“There is so much for the scientists to do. Much to 
do!" 

“Certainly, there is!" | replied simply, but resolved 
again and again in my heart to do my best following 
his words. 

There was something | should have told him at that 
time. But | failed to do so. This.happened during the 
time of the temporary retreat, the most trying period 
for the Party and the people. 

On October 15, 1950. Two months after my coming 
from Seoul over to the North, |, together with my 
family and my colleagues, set out on the refreat as 
ordered. 

Once we started many unanticipated difficulties pop- 
ped up. My wife was in the eighth month of pregn- 


ancy. Then there were our five small children includ- 
ing a three-year-old one. The going was very slow. 
In addition, enemy planes made frequent appearance 
roaring like hungry wolves in the sky above us. 
Though we had just taken our first step in the long 
journey, the children soon began feeling exhausted 
from walking. 

We, however, moved on northward at an accelerat- 
ed pace, helping each other, with confidence in vic- 
tory. Despite the difficulties we never despaired. We 
only wanted to follow the Party and the Leader. 

More, the profound care given by the Party at such 
arduous time which made the organized retreat of 
the people possible and provided even aid-goods 
encouraged us greatly. We arrived at Yunpyung, Shin- 
pa County, Ryanggang Province, 

After an overnight stay, we were just about to 
leave, when the district Party organization sent words 
to me that | should spend another night there and 
take a good rest. So our seven family members re- 
mained behind. 

Next morning. One of my co-workers who had left 
the place the previous day came back with a peas- 
ant, bringing a cart. My co-worker told me this: 

Comrade Premier who had been showing special 
concern over our retreat heard that |. and my whole 
family, my wife and children, were on the road. He 
could have sent-a car for us but he had the Shinpa 
County Party organization send a cart for our family, 
because he considered it would be betier fo carry 
children by cart over mountain paths rather than 
along the highway by a car. So my co-worker came 
back with the cart sent by the county Party. 

What kindly  solicitude! 

It was at a time when the whole Party and entire 
people were going through bitter trials. Comrade 
Premier's time was fully occupied in organizing the 
arduous retreat and mapping out an overall counter- 
offensive plan. At such a time he was thus concerned 
about a scientist's personal safety! | felt a lump in 
my throat and tears of gratitude ran down my cheeks. 

Had | ever been valued so deeply like this by any 
one, at any place? No, never. 

Under such profound solicitude of Comrade Prem- 
ier, | and my family made the whole journey of the 
arduous retreat sefely. 

Ever since then | had been waiting for an oppor- 
tunity to express my gratitude to him for his immea- 
surable concern and solicitude. But once | sat face to 
face with him, | was so overwhelmed that | could 
not tell him what | had intended. 

When | returned from the scientists’ meeting | 
plunged into the battle for carrying through his teach- 
ings with renewed hope and confidence in victory. 
The flames kindled by Comrade Premier at that time 
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began to burn fiercely in the heart of every one of 
us scientists. Members of the research group, keeping 
in mind that the research into vinalon was an hon- 
ourable work of realizing the great idea of Comrade 
Premier, tackled the work more boldly with an ever 
higher degree of responsibility and pride. 

At first the laboratory was inadequate. We did not 
have even enough test tubes and reagents, Then there 
were several raids every day by the enemy planes. 
Nevertheless we continued persistenetly our research 
work, 

| think it was around the beginning of June 1952. 
Suddenly a truck drove up before our laboratory at 
midnight. 

Entering my room, the driver in dark-blue overalls 
handed me a squarely folded paper, It was a letter 
from one of our leaders. The letter read: 

"The test apparatuses and reagents this truck has 
brought are for you. Comrade Premier personally 
sent semeone abroad to get these. | am sure he will 
be very pleased to hear that you find them useful..." 

| was simply” overjoyed. | ran out of the room to 
unload the things. Soon my co-workers joined me. 
We were exuberant with joy. 


When we carried all the packages into the room 
we began to unpack every one of them carefully. 
While unpacking those carefully wrapped apparatuses 
one by one, | fell into deep thought. 

The past events in South Korea came floating be- 
fore my eyes: 

In South Korea the talent and hopes of the resour- 
ceful Korean people are trampled underfoot by the 
U.S, beasts. Scientists are thrown away like old shoes. 
One summer when | was in South Korea | had to 
stop my experiments because |! could not get a 
piece of ice. Then how | longed for North Korea! 
My hatred of U.S. imperialism was _ intensified. 

These experiences came back to my mind as if 
it had been yesterday. 

| thought, but now our Premier has sent me these 
precious test apparatuses and reagents. How good 
the fatherland is to me! How happy | am that we 
have sucn Premier! 


Test apparatuses and reagents in scientific research 
are as precious as seeds in farming. But more pre- 
cious was the lofty and profound idea of Comrade 
Premier embodied in them. We renewed our efforts 
in our work to be worthy of Comrade Premier's deep 
concern and meticulous care, and our work moved 
on smoothly like water flowing out affer obstacles 
are removed. 

As the research made rapid headway our morale 
soared high, and that served as a motive power for 
overcoming all difficulties. 

When sleep persistently pressed heavily on my eye- 
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lids or my limbs seemed numb from fatigue, | told 
myself: 

Now the entire people are engaged in a life-and- 
death struggle. We are not mere scientists sitting in 
a laboratory engrossed in research, We are the 
fighters of the Party and the Leader; we are fighting 
to capture the fortress of science. We must carry the 
arms Comrade Premier has given us and occupy the 
height of science for the people's happiness, smash- 
ing the destructive science which the enemy of man- 
kind is brandishing. 

With this thought always in our minds, we over- 
came all difficulties, and advanced step by step to- 
wards the height that Comrade Premier had indicated. 

Thanks to the correct policy of our Party for the 
development of a self-supporting chemical industry 
and the wise guidance of Comrade Premier, we were 
able to send at last the first products of vinalon fo 
the Industrial and Agricultural Exhibition in 1956. 

Thus the first height in realizing the task set by 
Comrade Premier of industrializing the production 
of vinalon was scaled, 


A little later, | went to Pyongyang with the report 
on our research and some trial products of vinalon. 
The Presidium of the Party Central Committee at the 
initiative of Comrade Premier was to hold a discus- 
sion on our research work. 

| had the honour of presenting a report at the 
meeting. 

Comrade Premier listened attentively to my report 
and explanation about the production processes of 
vinalon. He felt the vinalon fibre brought there with 
his fingers and asked me about its production cost, 
use and quality in detail. 

During the recess, too, he kept examining it care- 
fully. He seemed to be in deep thought. Again he 
asked me many questions. i could read in his face 
the mind of a father who is always thinking about 
how to provide better clothes for his children. 

1 still remember distinctly what he said at the meet- 
ing: 

“Like cotton, this vinalon fibre can be very popular. 
It can be woven into various fabrics suitable for cloth- 
ing for both children and grown-ups. How good it 
will be to provide it for children’s clothes and 
sweaters for women! Industrialization of the produc- 
tion of vinalon must be realized as soon as possible 
so as to provide fine clothes for the people. 

_ “In our country where the acreage of arable land 
is limited and cotton does not grow so well, the 
question of clothing should not depend solely on 
cotton. As to the humus-pot transplanting method in 


cotton cultivation, the name itself has an unfamiliar 


ring. In fact, it is a cumbersome work for the cotton 
growers, because it requires utmost care in treating 


the seedlings like a maid walking with a lighted 
candle up to the statue of Buddha. More, the peas- 
ants work so hard for this. We must liberate as early 
as possible the peasants from such an arduous and 
exhausting work, and produce for them fabrics more 
beautiful and stronger with less cost than cotton. 

“That is why we must industrialize the production 
of vinalon and turn out for the people beautiful and 
strong cloth in large quantities.” 

Lastly Comrade Premier emphasized again that in 
view of the actual circumstances of the country, most 
important of all was the industrialization of produc- 
tion of vinalon whose raw materials are obtainable 
in abundance in our country, For this, he concluded, 
a series of technical questions must be solved as 
early as possible. 

He spared no time in discussing how to provide 
better clothing for the people and even during re- 
cess he kept thinking about the matter. | came to 
understand then more clearly that his unrivalled, pro- 
found knowledge in all spheres came from his con- 
stant, deep concern about the people's life. 

After the meeting | renewed my determination to 
make more vigorous efforts for the people's welfare, 
following the lofty idea of Comrade Premier, and 
threw myself heart and soul into research. 

However, scientific research is by no means smooth 
sailing. Though we had established a pilot plant with 
a daily capacity of 200 kilograms, the experiment was 
not very satisfactory. Some comrades became im- 
patient, and some were disappointed. They said: 
“Comrade Premier has directed such great concern 
for us, but what have we done?" !n the meantime 
my co-workers began to show timidity more or less 
in things they did. 

It was at such a time that on June 24, 1958, Com- 
rade Premier came down to us personally again. 

After an inspection of the pilot plant and careful 
examination of the machines and apparatuses, he sat 
down with us to have a concrete discussion. 

He asked us in detail how our research work was 
going and whether there were any knotty problems. 

We were frank about everything with him who was 
so concerned and worried about our work, Having 
heard us out, he dwelt upon the poiitical, economic 
significance of industrializing the production c 
vinalon. He said to us: 


“It seems, after all, there is no mystery about <z 
chemical factory either. When the pilot plant you have 
built is enlarged, it will be a chemical factory, won’ 
if? If we think boldly and work boldly in a nation- 
wide movement as we did in building the Hwanghai 
lron Works right after the war, it will also certainly 
be possible for us to build the vinalon factory on 
Our own. The Party Central Committee will spare 


nothing for aiding your research work. It will pro- 
vide all the materials and funds needed, no matter 
how much they may be. So do not worry about any- 
thing, just be bold in everything. Since it is a mere 
pilot plant, complete it anyway and let us see, If it 
does not work so well, then let us adjust it again. 
So you must complete as early as possible the rese- 
arch for industrializing the production of vina!on. | am 
quite sure that you will be able to do so...” 

After a pause, he turned to other leaders accom- 
panying him and said: “Let us see to it that all ma- 
terials and funds that Comrade Li asks for reach him." 

His words gave us new strength and inspired us to 
boldness and valiancy in our work. It seemed his 
words put us on a broad path along which we could 
advance rapidly with nothing to worry about, dis- 
carding the winding lane method we had so far 
timidly followed. 

Everyone of us thought: The Party ana Comrade 
Premier stint nothing for our research work. What is 
impossible for us under such profound concern? Fol- 
lowing his* words, “Let us think boldly and practise 
boldly!" we launched into the work. In this way we 
were emboldened more and continued our work. 

The occasion added momentum to the solution of 
important technical questions that had so far puzzled 
us. But for the boldness aroused by Comrade Premier 
in our hearts, it would have been difficult for us to 
complete the designing of the apparatuses for such a 
large-scale vinalon factory and solve the accompany- 
ing technical problems. 

On March 25, 1959, Comrade Premier came to the 
Ryongheung plain to complete the operation plan 
for the “great battle for vinalon". On that occasion 
he finally fixed the place for the building site and 
gave detailed instructions on how to build the fac- 
tory. And he asked us scientists many things to reaf- 
firm whether the construction plan that he had was 
a correct one. Then he proposed to build one with a 
capacity of 20,000 tons instead of 10,000 tons envi- 
saged in the plan we had drawn up. 


When we were asked if we thought we could do 
that, everyone was rather hesitant in answering. We 
had envisaged a 10,000-ton capacity in our plan at 
best, but we thought even that figure was rether ex- 
cessive. This notwithstanding Comrade Premier pro- 
posed to build a factory with a capacity of 20,000 
tons. He based himself on a scientific analysis of com- 
plicated technical problems and confidence in the 
might of the masses. 

Looking at us scientists and technicians who seer 
ed rather bewildered at the words 20,000 tons, he 
told us in concrete terms about the possibilities ar~ 
elucidated its political and economic importance. A’ 
that time, too, his words convinced us that we could 
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build even a 20,000-ton capacity factory. 

Comrade Premier even spoke of preparing for 4 
grand opening ceremony to be held in celebration 
of the victorious completion of the project. 

What confidence he had in victory! It would take 
several years to complete the construction, Never- 
theless he had in mind even preparations for a grand 
opening ceremony of the factory already at the time 
cf choosing its building site. That is the way he does 
things. 

His words gave us firmer confidence in victory. As 
| listened to him reeds swaying in the wind in the 
Ryongheung plain seemed to be waves of tens 
of thousands of people singing and dancing in cele- 
bration of the victorious completion of that great 
project. 

Under direct command of Comrade Premier the 
“great battle for vinalon” started. From the first day 
the building site was seething with revolutionary 
zeal of the builders who were determined ic realize 
as soon as possible the great idea of Comrade 
Premier. 

With the opening of the battle, he put forth the 
militant slogan: “All for the construction of vinalon 
factory!" That was based on a scientific calculation 
of the objective conditions such as the achievements 
attained in science and technology, the already es- 
tablished powerful heavy industry. base, especially 
machine-building industry, and the state of the pre- 
paration work already done. At the same time he 
took such subjective conditions into consideration as 
the Party. strength capable of leading the masses to 
revolutionary upsurge, the high spirit of the masses 
who were out to carry through the Party's ideas. 

In this way the forces of, the whole Party and the 
entire people were concentrated on the construction 
of the vinalon factory. 

In response to the call of Comrade Premier, youths 
and students, workers, technicians, men and officers 
of the People's Army, fishermen, peasants and even 
housewives from all parts of the country came to give 
a hand in the work. The slogan “All for the construc- 
tion of vinalon factory!" gripped the hearts of the 
entire people, 

lm the Ryongheung plain where there had been 
only twittering of waterbirds in the past, the singing 
of the builders rose and it changed into a grand 
chorus of the entire people. 

Thus the distinguished art of leadership of Comrade 
Premier and his skilful organization made it possible 
to create the amazing:“vinalon speed”. He crasps the 
key problem at every stage of socialist construction 
and concentrates. forces on.it to solve one problem 
after another, thereby solving all connected problems. 

While taking general measures for concentrating 
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all forces on the building of the factory, Comrade 
Premier came personally to the construction site and 
organized work in detail for all the functionaries con- 
cerned who came from all parts of the country. He 
gave concrete guidance on how to carry out the 
Party work as_ creative work with men. Even after 
that, he visited the construction site frequently to 
inspire and encourage the builders and solve knotty 
problems for them. Whenever he appeared in the 
construction sites, there always occurred amazing 
miracles. 

ln one night 100,000 bricks were laid, a 40-metr« 
high smokestack was built in only 13 days which 
would ordinarily have taken 12 months, and in only 
10 days there appeared the 20-metre high rectifica- 
tion tower. The “vinalon speed” was thus created 
on the building site and an epic of heroism in the 
era of the Workers’ Party took shape. 

At such a time in September 1960, | was taken ill 
and hospitalized. Though | stayed in hospital for & 
short while | got impatient, because | felt as if the 
flames of innovations arising in the building site 
seared my back. The next morning after | was. dis- 
charged from the hospital | had a visitor at my office. 
Carefully he put a package on my desk and said: 

"This is for you from Comrade Premier." 


“| beg your parden, did you say from Comrade 


Premier?" 

| was so surprised, my heart leaped, Excusing my- 
self from the guest, | ran to the Party chairman's office 
to bring him to my office.

Every word of the letter brought before my 
eyes the kind face and the figure of the Premier 
sitting at his desk penning this letter with anxiety. 

“Comrade Premier! | thank you. | do not know 
how to express my gratitude to you. 

"Comrade Premier!!am very sorry that! disturbed 
you. | am all right now. Do not trouble yourself about 
me so much, please. |am well now." | repeated these 
words several times in my mind. There is an old 
Korean saying which runs: “A superior loves the in- 
ferior but inferior gives superior only worries.” | 
thought the saying meant me. 

| knew so well that his great affection and solicitude 
conveyed in the gift and the letter were not limited 
to me. That was a vivid expression of how he loves 
and treasures all of us research workers, and the 
entire scientists and technicians of the country. 

The letter and the wild ginseng not only helped 
me regain rapidly my health and strength but gave 
me fresh vitality.

| the closing days of last year Premier 
Kim Il Sung gave personal guidance to the 
Daian Electric Appliances Factory, one of the 
factories producing large-size electric machinery 
and equipment in the country. After a careful 
study of strong and weak points in the work of 
the factory he gave instructions on reorganizing 
the management system of enterprise in con- 
formity to the new conditions created in the coun- 
try and showed the concrete ways and means to 
bring about a new upsurge in production. 

The teachings of Premier Kim I] Sung given 
to the Daian Electric Appliances Factory went 
beyond the factory to every corner of the coun- 
try. Following Comrade Kim Il Sung’s guidance 
at Daian great changes have taken place in our 
industrial management system and the method of 
directing production in conformity with the de- 
veloping reality. 

At the same time, the Party work system has 
been reorganized so as to enhance the role of 
the factory Party committee as the highest body 
in the factory. The factory Party committee will 
assume responsibilities of directing all ectivities 
of the factory and collectively discuss matters 
and adopt decisions.

Following Comrade Premier’s personal gui- 
dance, the flames of innovation flared up in the 
Daian Electric Appliances Factory and it has 
rapidly spread all over the country. 

In line with the teachings of Premier 
Kim Il Sung at the Daian Electric Appliances 
Factory, the Aoji Colliery in the northern extre- 
mity of the country has established a new sys- 
tem of management under which all work is done 
in a unified way under a single plan: the sys- 
tems of production guidance, materials supply, 
and supply to workers for their welfare have 
been reorganized in accordance with the new 
surroundings.

The colliery had many difficult problems that 
it had to solve in implementing the year’s target.

~ reinforcement of the ‘‘belt-conveyer pit.” 


However, the overall reorganization of the 
management system and high spirits of the entire 
workers who were out to carry through the teach- 
ings of Premier Kim I] Sung made it possible 
to solve those problems successfully. 

Chief engineer has become ‘“‘the chief of staff 
of the enterprise’ with all sections of produc- 
tion, planning, and technique under his control. 
Now he grasps all the affairs in the enterprise 
and can take measures for solving problems in 
time. In particular, under the new system of gui- 
ding production, all leading workers go down 
into pits to organize work for the drillers and 
hewers, and help them in their work. Assistant 
chief engineer Kim Chang Bok went down to the 
Hoiam Pit to help miners in repairing the bellt- 
conveyer and helped them solve knotty points. 


In the past it took more than one week to in- 
stall a chain-conveyer for a 40-50-metre long pit. 
But big repair of 1,600-metre long belt-conveyer 
was finished in only 32 hours. Especially drilling 
workers and pit repair workers completed repair 
of some conveyance facilities and work of rein- 
forcing pits in only 3 days, which had been ex-

pected to take at least one month. 

Innovation took place in coal cutting, too. 
Chief engineer Moon Moo Keun went down into 
pits and solved a series of knotty technical pro- 
blems. As a result coal output more than trebled. 

The materials supply work was also improved 
radically. Under the guidance of assistant man- 
ager the business section people make a round of 
all work places to determine the amount of 
props and other materials required in each work 
place and supply the necessary materials in time. 

As a result the production level envisaged to 
be attained by the end of January was scaled 
already on the 12th of the month. Now they are 
rushing forward towards the newly set target. 
20 per cent higher than the already attained 
level.

Workers of the Pyongyang Silk Mill have been 
greatly inspired by the example set by the work- 
ers of the Daian Electric Appliances Factory who, 


upholding the teachings of Premier Kim I] Sung. 
are bringing about innovations, Leading workers 
of the mill are concentrating efforts on the estab- 
lishment of a new work method and style and 
improvement of production guidance, while work- 
ing on reorganization of managernent system in 
line with Premier Kim li Sung’s teachings. 

Following the example of planning workers of 
the Daian Electric Appliances Factory the people 
of the planning section of the mill visit every 
work place to consult with workers on plans, 

At the No. 1 reeling shop they calculated how 
much time was needed for each work team to 
carry out dailv plans. As a result, they tcund out 
the plans -which they had drawn up were 
not so accurate. One work-team took 6-7 hours 
to finish the daily target while another 2 hours. 
That difference resulted from the difference in 
tools each work team kad and teclinical level of 
workers. The planning workers adjusted the plan 
on the spot. Now, the accurate plans gave an 
impetus to the workers for higher degree of zeal 
and creativeness. They not. only fulfilled daily 
plans but raised the rate of first-grade products 
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to over 80 per cent. 

The technical personnel of the mill also 
changed their style of work. Their motto is: 
‘“Let’s work with workers and solve every diffi- 
cult problem for them like. the techniciaris of the. 
Daian Electric Appliances Factory.’’ Pak Shi OK: 
head of the technical section, and other technical 
workers went down to the No. 2 automatic reel- 
ing shop to tackle the frequent mishaps of ma; 
chines which had been thought inevitable for a 
long time. They worked for five days at the shop 
to repair five sets of automatic reeling machines. 
And in the course of it; they learned what caused 
the frequent. stoppage. On this basis they re- 
modelled all of the machines. 

Such method and style of work inspired work- 
ers towards an upsurge in production. They over- 
fulfilled the assignments for January and Febrv 
ary and are now waging more vigorous struggle 
for increased production to fulfil the year’s pian 
more than two months ahead of the set time so 
as to make positive contribution to capturing the 
height of 250 million metres of fabrics, one of the 
six heights to be scaled this year.

T HE fishermen of our country are waging a 

vigorous’ struggle to reach the goal of 
800,000 tons of marine products, this year’s 
target. 


800,000 tons of marine products. This is one 
of the important measures set by the Workers’ 
Party of Korea which regards the steady im- 
provement of the people’s living as the supreme 
law governing its activities. 


The goal set for this year in the fishing in- 
dustry holds an important place in carrying out 
the task of the first three years under the Seven- 
Year Plan (1961-67) of radically improving the 
people’s living. 800,000 tons of marine products 
will not only fully satisfy the ever increasing 
demand of the people for marine products but 
will build a firm material and technical founda- 
tion for markedly increasing fish output in the 
Seven-Year Pian period. 


It is of weighty importance for our country 
surrounded by:sea on three sides to develop the 
fishing industry. And the Party has directed 
profound attention to the accelerated developmen: 
of the fishing industry. 


In the post-war years alone the Party saw to 
it that the state invested over 48.7 million won

in the fishing industry to liquidate the centuries- 
old backwardness, the aftermath of the Japanese 
imperialist rule, heal the severe war destruction, 
and put it on scientific footing in a short period 
of time. Today various kinds of large- and me- 
dium-size ships, engines and fish tackle are pro- 
duced in large quantities in our country. As a 
result the material and technica! foundation of 
fishing industry has been all the more improved 
and strengthened. 

At present a big fleet of mechanized fishing 
boats equipped with modern technical equipmen: 
do coastal and pelagic fishing. 

But there still remains much to be done to 
raise the output of marine products to 800,000 
tons this year. 

This year, too, it is expected that heavy invest- 
ments will be made in the fishing industry to 
further develop the shipbuilding and fish tackle 
industries. 

This year hundreds of new fishing beats will 
join the fleet and the capacity of existing vessels 
will be improved. More flotillas of fishing vessels 
will be on the sea for pelagic fishery and many 
new fishing grounds will be explored. 

It is, therefore, expected that compared with 
last year’s results, this year in the East Sea the 
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output of migratory fish such as cuttlefish, ray, 
sand-eel, Hyporhamphus Sajori will grow more 
than 1.5 times. In the West Sea, too, fish output 
will increase by more than 1.5-fold. Herrings. 
trouts, flounders, giltheads, cod fishes are some 
of the major ones to be caught in the deep 
sea. 

To fulfil this task successfully, it is also neces- 
sary for the fishing industry to carry out the 
technical and cultural revolutions, the immediate 
revolutionary tasks set by the Party. Hence 
much attention has been directed to further rais- 
ing the level of mechanization in fishing work 
and the level of knowledge and_ technique 
of fishermen. 

The problem of establishing a system of fish- 
ing by scientific methods is posed before us. 

It is essential to organize flotilla of fishing 
vessels more effectively, set up a_ signal direc- 
tion system and at the same time carry out 
fish shoal detection effectively. 

A system of directing marine activities was 
established to use more effectively and im- 
prove the technical equipment of ships, fish 
shoal detectors, wireless, as well as fish detecting 
planes. Thus fishing vessels can be concentrated 
on major fishing grounds in a mobile way. 

Shoal detection groups are organized on the 
East and West Seas to explore new fishing 
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grounds by surveying extensively marine re- 
sources and lay a scientific foundation for the 
further development of the fishing industry. 


Keen attention is also directed to training te- 
chnical personnel for fishing industry. Higher 
educational establishments train a great num- 
ber of technical personnel, and special de- 
partments have been added to train Into en- 
gineers the graduates of junior and senior 
middle schools and technical schools who have 
been on the sea for some time. A mass movement 
is being waged for strengthening passing-on- 
technique, improving the work of teaching tech- 
nique and making every one possess more than 
one technique in the branch of fishing industry. 


Our fishermen struggle with increased efforts 
to use more effectively ships and equipment and 
increase the number of days on the sea to fish 
in all seasons. 

In this connection it is important to improve 
the vessel rapairing work. To this end, measures 
have been taken to reinforce vessel repairing 


-bases. Ship-building yards and ship-repair shops 


have an ample number of accessories and en- 
gines in reserve. Fish tackle and nets are being 
sent to fishing boats three months before fishing 
seasons.

With the task of increasing marine products 
on a large scale, the economic guidance 
and the Party work have been improved in con- 
formity with the new reality. 


Minister and Vice-Ministers go down to work 
places to direct the work. A unified system of 
detecting fish shoal has been established and a 
unified guidance system has been set up for 
fleets of fishing boats. At the same time, re- 
Searches on fishery are being pushed ahead. And 
Knowledge about the sea is being popularized so

plying their efforts to reach the goal of 800,000 
tons of marine products. Otter trawler No. 207 
of the Junjin Fishery caught 17 tons of fish in 
one haul and_ overfulfilled its quotas for the 
first half of this year by 32.2 per cent as of 
January 15. In the same period Chullima oiter 
trawler No. 216 exceeded its quotas for the first 
half of this year by 30.1 per cent. 

The quotas for this January far greater than 
last January was overfulfilled by January 22. 

Workers of the fishing industry who have been 
scoring great results from the beginning of this 
year have improved the organizational guidance 
work of the Party and management in conformity 
With the new reality. Now a system _ has 
been established under which higher organs aid 
lower ones. More, a scientific fishing system has 
been established, deep and shallow sea fishing 
is ably combined, advanced technique is actively 
introduced, technical equipment has been 1m- 
proved, and processing as well as shallow sea 
culture are stepped up. There is no doubt that 
the fishing industry workers will scale the height 
of 800,000 tons of marine products this year 
without fail. 
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ISHERMEN of Trawler No. 1 of

SECRETS OF THE WATERS 


It was in September 1959 ihat 
Trawler No. 1 had Kim Hak Soon, 
a new captain. Since then i's crew 
members have waged a struggle 
for catching fish all the year round. 

Some fishermen had such wrong 
view that in summer time no more 
fish shoal could be found. It was 
not unusual that when winter was 
over, trawlers stood id'e af dock.

men put heart and soul to imple- 
menting what Premier Kim !I Sung 
had said at the meeting of active 
fishermen in Kangwon Province held 
in June 1959, “Fishing in all sea- 
sons!” 

First of all, it was necessary for 
them to ccrrect the old way of 
fishing. 

After the Myungtai season, if it 
had been an ordinary year, the traw- 
ler would have been tied up. 

But that year, Trawler No. 1 
headed for ocean again in sum- 
mer. To be sure, there were some 
among the crew members who 
thought that their ship must not be 
going cut to the sea. 

They had been on the sea for 
several days, but they hard'y caught 
any fish. 


One night the captain came up to 


the deck all alone. Everyone was 
asleep. He was thinking: what 
should | do? | was rather rash... 


How can I find the ‘secrets’ of the 


“sea at one stroke? 


Then the words of Comrade Prem- 
ier came to him. Comrade Premier 
compared fishing to rabbit hunting. 

Kim Hak Soon told himself: 
“That’s right... When frightened, 
rabbits run away and find a new 
way. So, why should the fish travel 
the same path always? The sea is 
vast, and the climate conditions and 
currents vary from time to time, I 
must go after fish shoal...” 


He realized that “eagerness” 
alone was not enough to find the 
“secrets” of the sea. Science must 
be brought into the picture. To 
solve this question the captain called 
on Kim Keum Chul, chairman of the 
Party organization. Captain and 
chairman held a consultative meet- 
ing with the active fishermen of 
Trawler No. 1. And it was decided 
for the crew members fo siudy 
more. Some 80 per cent of the crew 
were junior or senior middle school 
graduates. So what they needed 
was, first of all, technique. To this 
end, technical study courses were 
organized. Fresh fishermen began 


to learn technique from engine 
operator, navigator, and _ skilled 
fishermen. Captain, chief engine 


operator and deck leader under- 
took. passing-on-technique. 

Since then noted changes took 
place in the life of the crew. Even 
while on the sea they made it a 
rule to study. 

They thought out new fishing 
methods and remade nets for that 
purpose. Fish output kept going 
up. 

It was usually said that no fish 
shoal could be found in October 
in the waters along the coasiline 
cf Hamkyung Province. But Trawler 
No. 1 fishermen caught 106 tons 
of Myungtai in five hauls. 

Their average degree of skill 
jumped from 3.5 to 6.2. In a word 
everyone has qualifications equal t0 
the deck leader. 

No wonder then Trawler No. 1 
could send six skilled fishermen to 
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the new Trawler No. 4 when it 
was put on the sea in October last 


year. 
Meanwhile Jun Ye Hyun studied 
by himself. He was awarded certi- 
fication of second class navigator. 
Han Dong Su also became an en- 
gine operator. Three members of 
Trawler No. 1 crew are taking the 
correspondence course of the Kim 
Chaik Polytechnical! Institute.

Trawler No. 1. fishermen spent

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DRIVE FOR THE COUNTRY’S

T WO years ago the South Korean people threw 
out Syngman Rhee, the faithful stooge of 
U.S. imperialism and the arch traitor. 

The April 1960 uprising of the South Korean 
people was an eruption of their pencup hatred 
of the U.S. imperialists and their hirelings who 
had brought them nothing but untold pains and 
misfortunes for 15 years.

Seoul University. Students and staff of the uni- 
versity denounced foreign interference and de- 
'monstrated despite the police suppression, Demon-

moving the cursed barrier set by U.S. imperial- 
ism was intensified. The people demand the 
national unification be realized bv forming a 
united front of political parties and so- 
cial organizations against the foe. 

The youth and student movement for the coun- 
try’s unification has become more positive. Stu- 
dents in South Korea decided to have negotia- 
tions with North Korean students. And in many 
places mass rallies were held in support of their 
decision. 

In Seoul on May 13 youth and students from 
all parts of South Korea and citizens of Seoul 
held a rally in welcome of the negotiations. be- 
tween North and South Korean students and for 
promoting national unification. They snouted: “Let 
us go to the North. You, come to the South. Let 
us meet at Panmunjom!”’ The U.S. aggressors got 
at the fact that Chang Myun who had heen in- 
stalled in Syngman Rhee’s place was totally in- 
capable of saving the situation. They deviced a 
new plot to find a way out. A coup d’eiat by 
ultra fascist elements in the puppet army. Now 
South Korea is a land of terror and blood in 
every sense of the word. 

The U.S. imperialists and military gangsters 
disbanded political parties and social crganiza- 
tions. The people are deprived of even rudi- 
mentary democratic rights, freedom of speech, the 
press, assembly, association, demonstration and 
strike. Literally and figuratively the South Ko- 
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rean people have no rights in both political and 
social life, none whatsoever. 

The enemy directed its spearhead to those 
patriots—youths and students, teachers, pressmen 
and the people—who had advocated the country’s 
unification by the Korean people and North-South 
negotiation. In a matter of a few months after the 
military coup more than 100,000 innocent peo- 
ple were arrested, imprisoned or murdered. But 
no force can thwart the fervent aspiration of 
the people. 


More, the worsening life after the coup d’etat 
urges the South Korean people on to struggle for 
the right to existence and democratic freedom 
against the U.S. imperialists and military 
“regime.” 

Marshal law enforced by the military gangs- 
ters at the time of coup d’etat is still in force. 
Yet the people of South Korea continue to fight 
against U.S. imperialism and military “regime.” 


Today the workers’ struggle for the right to 
existence and democratic rights has become more 
intense.

Workers of the Eunsung Mine rose against the 
military “regime” that did not approve for no 
reason the ‘‘trade union” officers they had elect- 
ed. Some 720 jobless men from South Choong- 
chung Province who had been forced by the 
military gangsters tc work for the so-called 
“land development”? walked out despite the threat 
with bayonet, because they could stand no more 
the starvation wages and untold abuse. 

Longshoremen at the Pusan port went on strike 
against the ‘decree’ on banning all ‘“‘labour 
disputes.” 

Of late people say ‘‘Liberal Party fell in one 
day and the Democratic Party which thought it 
would last a century was overthrown in less than 
one year. There will not be much future for the 
military regime either.” And rumours about 
possible ‘‘peasants’ uprising’’ to oust the mili- 
tary “regime” are in the air. 

Of course, the peasants do not remain indif- 
ferent. They are out to oppose the concentration 
of land into the hands of landlords and the ten- 
ant system. 2 

Peasants in Haman County in South Kyung- 
sang Province, Imshil County in North Chulla 
Province and Euljin County in Kangwon Pro- 
vince in South Korea demand that ‘farm land 
should be redistributed to tillers so that each 
peasant household may have more than one 


jungbo of arable land.” 

* Some 50 peasants from Tangsun-ri in Suchun 
County, South Choongchung Province raided a 
“sub-county office’ and destroyed the office build- 
om ing. They came with the body of a peasant, who 
' was killed in forced labour for the so-calied 
“land development project’ of the military 
' gangsters. They staged a stay-in struggle con-

an unstable state due to ‘“‘over- 
population.”’ 

The fact, however, is that 
misfortune and poverty’ the 
South Korean peopte suffer do 
not come from the _ ailleged 
“over-population”’, but from the 
heinous predatory policy of the 
U.S. imperialists for the past 17 
years in South Kcrea. 

The overall bankruptcy of

CONSEQUENCES OF THE US. “AID” 


South Korea is independent in name only. It 
is entirely dependent on the United States econo- 
mically. 

During the years from 1948 to 1959 the Unit- 
ed States gave South Korea economic aid totall- 
ing 2,468 million dollars. During this period the 
U.S. aid accounted for more than 80 per cent of 
South Korea’s revenues. 

To make the matter still worse, this poor 
country maintains an army of 700,000 strong, 
the fourth biggest in the world. During the 
period from 1950 to 1959 the United States 
gave South Korea a total of 1,291,950,000 dol- 
lars as military aid. The average annual sum of 
this aid is equivalent to 70 per cent of the 
annual total budget of South Korea, or nearly 
to 80 per cent of its budgetary expenditure for 
military purposes. 

South Korea is described by Walter Lippmann 
as a country brought into being with the help of 
the U.S. armed forces, a country maintained by 
the power of the United States, a country which 
subsists on the U.S. aid. (New York Herald Tri- 
bune, April 28, 1960.) 

But the huge U.S. aid has brought no benefit 
to the South Koreans. 

Graft and corruption in the government “have 
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engendered out of the U.S. aid too many mil- 
lionaires and _ too 
(Conlon Report.) In the rural areas the police: 
pocketed tax money, while army commanders: 
embezzled some 2,000 million hwan appropriated’ 


for army equipment and provisions. 


A huge army of unemployed will give you am 
account of the people’s living. It is said, 6-7.5 
miliion out of the 10 million able-bodied are 
unemployed or semi-unemployed and the number” 
of foodless peasants runs into several millions. 
Real incomes of those who are lucky enough to 
hold jobs are less than one-third of the minimuny 
living cost. Wages are not paid for several 
months. Worse still, inflation has assumed @ 
chronic character and prices keep soaring and! 
the result is the lowering of real incomes. Syng- 
man Rhee, when he was in office, planned ‘‘for 
cible emigration to South America’ as a mea- 
sure against unemployment... 


ECONOMY ON THE VERGE OF DEATH 


The indignation of the masses burst out im 
April last year (1960) touched off by the stu- 
dents’ demonstration in Masan, and it led to the 
overthrow of the Rhee regime. Chang Myum 
cabinet was born in the wake of Huh Jumg, in- 


terim cabinet. 


many cases of corruption.” 
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But the economic crisis remained all the same. 
When voice for the unification of the North 
and South grew louder and a conference of 
North and South Korean students scheduled to 
meet at Panmunjom was only four days off, sud- 
denly at dawn of May 16, a military coup was 
staged. 

The military coup was of pro-American, anti- 
communist character. More than 900 public or- 
ganizations, parliament and all political parties 
were disbanded. Freedom of speech was throwr 
out, students and the masses were gagged. 

It is very difficult to get to know the real 
situation of South Korea today. The South Ko- 
reans are kept ignorant of their social affairs. 

All newspapers report only in line with the 
government ,announcements and no commentaries 
are permitted. 

But it is clear that the situation is going from 
bad to worse. West Berlin journal Illustriert: 
Berliner Zeitung wrote referring to the present 
state of affairs of South Korea: ‘Medieval age 
and modern time exist side by side. One will see 
children fallen unconscious from hunger in front 
of the luxurious show-windows of the Bando 
Hotel where foreign businessmen deal in terms 
of millions of dollars.’’ 

Inflation has become still worse. (In Septem- 
ber 1961 the government issued a decree to bar 
the announcement of the amount of currency is- 
sue by the Hankook Bank.) 

As of the end of August the amount of cur- 
rency in circulation was 34 per cent greater 
than in the same period of the preceding year. 

Purchasing power is on the decrease. 

Most of the businessmen, AP dispatch from 
Seoul on October 15 reported, say the purchas- 
ing power was one-third or half of that in the 
first quarter of 1960. 

Small and middle enterprises make up 98 per 
cent of South Korea’s national industry, and 
more than 80 per cent of them are standing idle 
or have curtailed operation. These enterprises 
depend on the United States for raw materials 
and other supplies. 

On February 1 the currency of South Korea 
Was again devaluated, its ratio to one U.S. dollar 
changing from 1:1,000 to 1:1,300. On black 
market one U.S. dollar fetches over 1,500 hwan. 
All this has naturally led to another hike in the 
prices of raw materials. 

South Korean industry is hard hit by the hik- 
Ing prices and shrinking purchasing power. 
South Korean paper Kyunghyang Shinmoon 
(September 27) wrote that “the price of one 


bale of cotton is some 300,000 hwan and it has 
risen by 40,000 hwan in the past five months. 
Now the textile industry is really bleeding.” 

Nine of the 27 flour mills were closed down 
and the remaining have been forced to curtail 
operation. 

Four of the sugar refineries have been closed 
down, causing a 20 per cent decrease in the 
total output value. 


This resulted from a_ sharp_ shrinkage in 
demand. 
Of the 31 paper mills, newsprint factories 


are either carrying on under-capacity operation or 
in a state of semi-suspension. 

Cement industry is barely keeping its opera- 
tion owing to the military highway projects of 
the government. But the demand is only 25 per 
cent of the total supply. 

U.S. aid goods are flooding the South Korean 
markets. 

Total imports are 20 times the total exports, 
and the U.S. aid goods make up 80 per cent of 
South Korea’s imports. 

Inflation and the devaluation of South Korean 
hwan have caused a sharp shrinkage of purchas- 
ing power. South Korea feels a shortage of 
goods, but stocks of stores are not moving. 

South Korea depends on the U.S. aid for 
fibres, but, the South Korean paper Kyunghyang 
Shinmoon reported on August 2, “in August this 
year the demand is only about 20 per cent com- 
pared with the ordinary year.” 

In view of the fact that the income from the 
sale of the aid goods makes up 48.4 per cent of 
South Korea’s revenues, marketing difficulties 
will further worsen the financial difficulty and 
spur on the inflation. 


INCREASING BURDEN OF PEASANTS 


In South Korea, seven out of ten are peasants. 
Feudal landlordism is still predominant in the 
countryside. “Though agrarian reform has been 
enforced, things are returning to the former 
order.’”’ (From the T.V. programme: Professor 
Nakayama of Rikkyo University interviews 
Prime Minister Ikeda.) 

Cheap U.S. surplus farm* produce has dealt 
a blow to the South Korean countryside. Com- 
pared with the pre-liberation days, arable land 
has decreased by 200,000 hectares and the area 
under crops by 400,000 hectares. Grain output 
in 1960 was 60 per cent of the figure of 1936. 
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Every year tens of thousands of peasant families 
go bankrupt and quit their farms to seek a liv- 
ing. But the industry in urban areas is not in a 
position to absorb the rural population. 

The ruined peasants eventually 
vagrants. 

A greater part of the peasants still following 
the plough are living on the grain loaned from 
the landlords or usurers. The loan carries 100 
per cent interest. The government ordered the 
peasants to clear off the debts in seven years, 
but it said nothing about “how’’. (AP dispatch, 
ibid.) 

“The price of grain went down by 12.3 per 
cent in mid-May but the price of commodities 
on the average went up by 3.4 per cent. (Seoul 
Kyungje Shinmoon, October 16.) 

Meanwhile, tax burdems keep growing and ex- 
propriation is being stepped up. Unbearable 
loads are imposed on the rural population. 

It is difficult to determine how much the peo- 
ple support the Pak regime. The South Koreans 
are known as a keenly political-minded people, 
but today their lips are tightly closed. Students 
and intellectuals keep silence. 

(Here the author wrote that the South Korean 
people ‘‘wholeheartedly aspire afier the unifica- 
tion of the North and South’ and then went on 
with his article.---Ed.) 

Pak Jung Hi is most fearful of the students 
who face the alternative after their graduation, 
either military service or unemployment. 

The Minister of Education, according to the 
South Korean paper Donghyang Shinmoon (Sep- 
tember 13), made public a plan of cutting down 
the number of students to one third and on Sep- 
tember 18 he announced that 12 of the 27 pri- 
vate colleges would be closed down next spring. 
But there are signs indicating that the students 
will oppose the proposed plans. The students of 
Seoul Medical College, it was reported, went on 
strike on November 3. ’ 

(The article said that ‘‘there is a deep-rooted

It is true Pak Jung Hi rides no more a jeep. 
He has a Cardillac now. But wherever he goes, 
a body of fully armed guards follows him. 

Everyday in towns and_ villages rumours of 
assassination of Pak Jung Hi are in the air. 

The Pak regime is “standing on a most pre- 
carious set-up.’’ It has no means for tackling the 
gasping economy. 

More than 60 per cent of the capital needed 
for the five-year plan for economic reconstruc- 
tion, for example, is to be obtained through for- 
eign loans. 

Even those capitalists, who had been in prison 
because of improper dedlings, were sent, to the 
West European countries to negotiate loans, But 
nothing has come out of the negotiations. 


U.S. WORRIES 

The United States made a fuss about making 
South Korea a show-window of the free world, 
but things turned different. 

Poverty and unemployment have increased. 
This is attributable before anything else to the 
fact that, as Professor Wagner wrote in Foreign 
Affairs (October 1961), the United States backs 
up the politicians who loudly call for anti-com- 
munism, and that the United States was indif- 
ferent to the outmoded thinking of these politici- 
ans and the likes and their clinging to the old 
social structure of South Korea. 

(The author then wrote that the U.S. imperial- — 
ists were forced to admit the bankruptcy of their — 
policy in the light of the “‘unprecedentedly speedy 
rate of construction in North Korea where the 
economic growth rate this year is 40 per cent. 
Then the author continues quoting the words of 
the Chairman of the U.S. Atomic Energy Com- 
mission: At present the United States talks about 
liberty and freedom with quite a zest. But it is 
doubtful if ten years later people wculd say we 
know what we are talking about.) 


SEOUL UNIVERSITY STU- 
DENTS BOYCOTT U.S.
